Turmoil of Uncertainty is 


Result cf Supreme Court's 
Edict 


TEST CASES AWAITED 
Home Brew is Not Yet Ta- 


boo, But Hops and Malt 
Are Regulated 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12. — Liquor 


problems, made more complex by the 
supreme court's recent edict, allowing 
withdrawals from storage for home 
use, today kept government enforce- 
ment agencies in a turmoil of uncer- 
tainty. 


Some phases of the liquor warehouse 


question particularl> 
involving 
the 


status of commercial warehouse cer- 
tificates were so hedged about with 
difficulty that government officers free- 
ly predicted that new litigation soon 
would be started on its upward course 
to the highest tribunal for final de- 
cision. 


Advice of officials of the department 


of justice will incline toward making 
a clear distinction between bonded and 
private storage warehouses and leave 
the way open for test cases which the 
highest court may pass upon, it was 
expected today. 


A new angle in dry law enforcements 


came with reports that the dry law 
enforcers in some localities had dis- 
covered plots to forge warehouse cer-, 
tificates thru counterfeiting devices. 


Home brew is still unmenaced by a 


ruling restricting the sale of hops and 
malt only to bakers and confection- 
ers, it was announced at the bureau of 
internal revenue today.

pro- 


gressed beyond the 
stage of 
office 


memoranda concerning the 
possible 


legality of such restrictions. 
Com- 


missioner of Internal Revenue

by the internal revenue bureau," the 
commission ei said.

grew from protests made by cereal 
beverage manufacturers who desire to 
put the lid on home brewing, which it 
is said is seriously threatening their1 
trade. Many offlfflcials of tho bureau 
admit that it would be almost impos- 
sible to restrict the sale of malt and 
hops, when sugar and yeast

also enter into home brewing may be 
freely purchased,

Another's Land 


MAY SELL CARCASSES 
Information On Game Laws 


For Prospective Nimrods 
and Trappers 


Next Monday morning: tho principal 


hunting season of this county will bo 
ushered in with a bombardment 
In 


the early hours of tho morning di- 
rected toward the rabbit population 
The seabon runs until one houi after 
sundown on January 1. 1921 Rabbits 
may be killed from one before sunrise 
until one hour after Mindo\\n 
each 


day except Sunday. 


The limit to any one hunter in ono 


day is ten killed or injured labbits 
The oaicasses may be bought and 
sold during the open season 


The use of fenet.s is forbidden at 


any and all times. Rabbits actually 
damaging fruits, grains or vegetables 
may be killed bv the owner of the 
land or an employe without legard 
for the limit. The use of dog and gun 
is allowed all hunteis. 


Every hunter or trapper who is a 


resident of the state must secure a 
license at a cost o£ one dollar, ex- 
cept the owner, manager, tenant 
or 


their children, who do not need a li- 
cense to hunt on their own ground. 
'These licenses are issued by ths clerk 
of common, pleas court, village 
and 


township clerks. They are not trans- 
ferable. 
The money paid for them 


goes to the state agricultural depart- 
ment to be used in the protection and 
propagation of game and furbearing 
animals within the state. Each hunt- 
er's license expires December 21 next 
after its issuance. 
Hunters on the 


last day of rabbit season, January 1, 
must secure a new license, good for 
the entire year. 


Persons under 16 years of age are 


not permitted to hunt with gun un- 
less accompanied by adults.

No person may at any time, dig, 


smoke or drown out any one of the 
above protected animals or disturb or 
damage its don, but animals legally 
taken alive may be kept alive in en- 
closures as pets.

What H. G. Wells Saw 


M 


OST men write or talk about Russia s tho it were a collec- 


tion of abstract facts with which 
> p? ve or disprove 


theories—the theory of capitalism, the t eory of communism, 
the theory that people should or should not be contented in the 
stations in life to which it has pleased God to call them, the 
theory that old-fashioned family life i° a good thing or a bad 
thing, and so on. But H. G. Wells wriies about Russia as tho it 
were a country containing human beings, lie \,xj.t'-i about it 
as he might write about Chicago or Utah. 


What is the salient aspect of Russia in 1920 ? Not the revo- 


lution. "Our dominant impression ol things in Russia," said Mr. 
Wells in his Times aruclc ul last Sunday, "is an impression of a 
vast, irreparable breakdown. . . . ITever in all history has 
there been so great a debacle before. The fact of the revolution 
is to our minds altogether dwaifed by the fact of this downfall. 
. . . The Communist party is, 1 would say at once, the only 
possible government in Russia at the present time. It is the 
only idea. It supplies the only solidarity left in Russia. But it 
is a second fact. The dominant fact for the western reader, a 
threatening and disconcerting fact, is that a social and economic 
system very like our own and intimately connected with our own 
has crashed." 


If this interpretation is the correct one, the treatment of 


Russia by the Allied and associated powers has been one of the 
supreme blunders vf history. If communism is the result of a 
breakdown of civilization, as Wells thinks it is, the way to cure 
it is certainly not to invade, < r blockade, or stir up counter- 
revolutions, and so make recov ••ry ^upot-sible. But this has been 
the course followed. Russia ^ _is suffering from a mania brot 
on by starvation. The course of treatment adopted by the out- 
side world was to starve her considerably more. 


The Russian winter Las already set in. 
Seven hundred 


thousand people in Petrograd, many other thousands in Moscow 
and the other industrial towns of Russia—many millions al- 
together—are at the present moment suffering from a lack of 
food, fuel, clothing, and hospital supplies. And this is a larger 
fact than Bolshevism. 


For a year there has been official talk of reopening the 


Russian frontier. Probably civilization can be restored there and 
made safe elsewhere only if it is reopened. 
But the frontier 


has not been reopened. Mr. Harding has expressed himself out 
of sympathy with the policy of blockade. His opportunity will 
soon come to act. Will he redeem American policy by giving 
the Russian people the only help at our command and present- 
ing at Bolshevism the only weapon capable of killing it? 
Will 


he encourage the offer to the Russians of the credit and capital 
with which they may rebuild their old civilization or a better 
one? 
His opportunity will come before many months, and it 


will be a supreme one. 


Emigrants From The Solid South 


"TTTITHIN the brief period of three years following the out- 


• » V break of the great war in Europe more than four hun- 
dred thousand Negroes suddenly moved north. In extent this 
movement is without parallel in American history, for it swept 
on thousands of blacks from remote regions of the south, de- 
populated entire communities, drew upon the Negro inhabitants 
of practically every city of the south, and spread from Florida 
to the western limits of Texas." 


The quotation is from Emmett J. Scott's "Negro Migration 


During the War." 
These Negro emigrants, if they can be call- 


ed that, came from southeastern Texas, from southern Louisiana, 
from eastern Arkansas, from southern Alabama, and Georgia, 
and to a less extent from Tennessee, Kentucky, the Ctirolinas, 
and Virginia. They went principally to the industrial centres of 
the northeast, congregating in large numbers in the cities of 
New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Detroit, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, and St. Louis, and eventually becoming distributed among 
the smaller industrial cities ami towns 
This movement began 


long before the war, and ultho il has slowed down with the 
slowing down of industry, probably will not ce:isc. 


There is evidence 1hat a corresponding movement of white 


northern farmers into the south has assumed some proportions. 
altho it cannot be cornpirod in magnitude with the northward 
migration of the Negroes. The political ettect of these migrations 
may or may not h&\ e been recognizable in the election .in.st past, 
but it will make itself felt in elections to come. There' is a pos- 
sibility that the south will become increasingly lo^s solid «is the 
north becomes a sharer in the common problem of racial rela- 
tions and as white voters of northern tradition infiltrate the 
lower Mississippi Vallcj. 


It may be that the last great drift of American white popu- 


lation will be southward into thot,e river valleys which have 
been cursed by the presence of shivery or feudalism and whose 
development has been correspondingly held back. There could 
be no more wholesome developmnt in American economic and 
political life.
